N THIS last desperate phase of the

When Admiral 


tv Bingle, founder of the 


Hutchison U.N.P.P., said he felt 
there was a certain lack of clarity in 
our. campaign, that the electors did not 
seem to understand our platform, Mr. 
Fwap replied that this was precisely 
what he desired. Our campaign, he 
affirmed, had been magnificent since, in 
explaining our policies to the electorate, 
it had revealed nothing, absolutely noth- 
ing. In that’ respect, he believed, we 
had been a’little more successful than 
the other parties since they, for all their 
efforts, sometimes dropped indiscreet 
hints about their intentions —a grave 
and probably a fatal mistake. 


T IS always a mistake, said Mr. Fwap, 

to imagine that an electioh campaign 
has anything to do with public policies. 
Its purpose, on the contrary, is to avoid 
policies and to win votes, two entirely 
different and usually contradictory mat- 
ters. It is only on very rare occasions, 
he remarked, that an election decides 
anything except the winner. The wise 
statesman will keep public debate off 
any subject of real importance, will keep 
the public arguing some exciting irrele- 
vancies and then, on being elected, will 
do what he pleas@s about the real busi 
ness. 


The tragic error of the other parties 
in this election, he believed,.was to allow 
some traces of public business to enter 
their speeches and thus to an- 
tagonize some sections of the electorate, 
whereas we had appealed to everybody 
by skilfully avoiding anything relevant.

COMPULSION 

Socred claims of the superiority of 
Alberta hospital and publie health 
schemes over those in Saskwatchewan 
are not spported by the report of the 
Alberta Health Survey *Committee (ap- 
pointed by the Alberta government). The 
report after two years’ study, contains 87 
recommendations to improve the present 
Alberta schemes. No, 54 is too long to 
quote in full but the most interesting 
are; 

1. That the plan cover all residents. 

4. That the patient carry a portion of 
the cost at the time the service is pro 
vided. 

5. That patients failing to meet this 
charge be automatically regarded as in- 
digent and the charge met by the pro 
per authority: 

These reconimendations show that 
No. 1 will make it compulsory for all 
residents to be included. 

No. 4 is so-called .co-insurance, which 
is not used in Saskatchewan. The re 
port makes clear that the present Al- 
berta schemes are far from satisfactory 
and cover only about 72 per cent of the 
population. Cancer cases in Alberta re 
ceive only 14 days free hospitalization 
for diagnostic purposes, In Saskatche- 
wan there is no time limit and medical 
care and operations are free to residents. 

Alberta mental cases in hospitals are 
charged at the so-called $1 a day rate 
but in Saskatchewan they are free of 
charge for hospitalization and medical 
treatment 

Social Credit campaigners talk about 
compulsion, human dignity, opposition to 
the big interests and so on, but the 
actions of the Alberta government prove 
much different.

WHO PAYS? 

Hospital insurance continues to be the 
most controversial subject in the present 
election’ campaign: 

The Liberals promise a continuation 
of the present system with better and 
improvec administration; the Conserva- 
tives promise continuation on a volun: 
tary basis; the Social Credi: promises to 
introduce the Alberta system where the 
public pays part, the provincial govern- 
ment pays part, and municipaiities 
are left to provide the balance; and the 
C.C.F. promises the same or better ser7- 
ice than we are now getting, practically 
free 

Let us consider the case of hospitals 
before the institution of the B.C. Hospital 
Insurance plan. 

Most public hospitals 
istered under an elected or 
board of local citizens and were con 
structed and maintained partly by bor- 
rowing and volufitary contribution and 
by the fees received from patients. This 
more or less haphazard method almost 
invariably ended by the hospital needing 
and demanding more and more grants. 

The needs and demands of the various 
hospitals throughout the province finally 
became so great that the government of 
the day realized that it must do some- 
thing, and it adopted the hospital insur- 
ance scheme 

No party has advocated the elimina- 
tion of hospital insurance. The chief 
matter of contention between the parties 
is as.to whether the seheme shall be to 
some extent voluntary; and how and who 
is to pay for it. 

As-hospital_insurance -concerns every: 
one it is useless to suggest that it can be 
put either wholly or in part cn a volun: 
tary basis. We have tried that and it 
ended with deficit after deficit and the 
taxpayer paid the final balance. 

A lot of people, including most of the 
C.C.F., believe that by some miracle they 
can get something for nothing or some- 
thing from somebody else. Foolish talk 
about the government or our natural re- 
sources paying for everything is rather 
tiresome, because ultimately every penny 
that the government gets comes from the 
people in one form or another. What dif- 
ference is there between paying directly 
to the government and paying this and 
that hidden tax? 

With better collection methods and 
some control over hospital expenditures 
the hospital insurance scheme can and 
will succeed.

‘PERSECUTED ENOUGH’ 
Producer Defends 


Bergman's 


HOLLYWOOD, Calif., June 10 
(UP)—Film producer David O. 
Selznick thinks actress Ingrid 
Bergman has been “persecuted 
enough” for leaving her husband 
to marry Italian director Roberto 
Rossellini. 

“The public is with her,” 
nick said in court Monday. 

The film producer testified as 
a witness in a court battle be 
tween the actress and her former 
husband, Dr. Peter Lindstrom, 
over custody of their 13-year-old 
daughter Pia 

Selznick, who brought Miss 
Bergman to Hollywood in 1939, 
was called to support the Swed 
ish-born actress’ plea that young 
Pia be permitted to visit her in 
Italy this summer. 

Lindstrom has objected to the 
proposed visit on the ground that 
the child might be “exposed” to 
Rossellini, whom he has de 
scribed in testimony as a nar- 
cotics addict “with a habit of 
living with mistresses.” 

Selznick said he could not com- 
ment on the subject of Rossel- 
lini's morals and did not believe 
Lindstrom. was familiar with 
them.

“Morals are not entirely a mat-| 


ter of sex,” Selznick said. 

But the producer said Rossellini 
was a “fine, talented man... 
something of a god in the south” 
and a “man with a bleeding heart 
for the poor:....” 

He testified under direct exam 
ination that he found Rossewini 
and Miss Bergman “a most de 
voted couple” while visiting them 
in Rome and that the director 
“went out of his way to be a 
playmate with the children.” 

“Seldom have I seen such an 
extraordinary fine relationship,” 
he said

ney, cross-examined Selznick and 
cited a statement made on the 
floor of the United States Senate 
by Senator Edwin C.. Johnson, of 
Colorado, that Rossellini had been 
a: Nazi collaborator and a_nar 
cotics addict with a German 
mistress

made his charge under congres 
sional immunity He said repu 
tations were being “maligned left 
and right” in the current “diffi
